The bill probably would enable pro- 


duction of new homes for families 
with incomes as low as from 5900 to 
$1200 a year, depending on locality. 


The most important thing in it is a 


provision for assisting and financing 
housing projects to be constructed and 
ipcratcd by state or local housing 
authorities for "families'who cannot 
afford ta pay enough to induce private 
enterprise in their localities to build 
an adequate supply of decent, safe, 
and-sanitary dwellings for their use." 


Subsidies Authorized 


Subsidies up to 45 per cent of cost 


could be granted by the permanent 
United States Housing Authority cre- 
ated by the bill, which is also auth- 
orized to issue its own guaranteed 
bonds and to lend money to local au- 
thorities at whatever interest rate it 
considerers advisable—a most import- 
ant point. 


The only provision for federal aici 


for "private enterprise" housing in the 
bill is a loan found of up to $25,000,000, 
which may be lent to limited profil 
housing agencies in any one year at 
the going federal rate of .interest, in- 
dividual, loans -not to exceed 85 per 
cent of the project's value. 


.The sum available for subsides for 


low-rent housing would be $50,000,000 
for the next fiscal year, $75,000.000 the 
year following, and $100,000,000 for 
each-of the next fiscal years..

Slum Clearing Different 


Slum clearance, which has proved 


an expensive proposition, is not over- 
emphasized. in the bill. In any proj- 
ect involving-slum clearance, il must 
be. proved that there will be no hard- 
ship tp dwellers 'on the site to be 
cleared and thai they can find rents 
just,as low elsewhere. 


The difference between slum clear- 


ance and low-r<*nt housing is clearly 
drawn, the former being defined as 
demolition and removal of buildings 
from u slum area, regardless of the 
future use of the area—which might 
include its adaptation to public pur- 
poses, such as parks. 


Opposition Expected 


Real estate and other interests now 


profiting from housing shortages are 
expected to oppose the Wagner-Ellen- 
bogen bill. 


Stipulated aims of the measure, 


however, are to eliminate- unsafe, in- 
sanitary living conditions; lo remedy 
conditions now encouraging disease 
and menacing health, increasing fire 
and accident hazards, subjecting youth 
to bad influences, increasing crime, 
lowering living standards and indus- 
trial efficiency, and necessitating vast 
public expenditures for crime preven- 
tion and, punishment, fire prevention, 
health services and relief; to speed up 
the construction industry and other 
business activity; and to reduce un- 
employment.

Today', he should be able to keep 


up that 1000-mile-a-day flying for 60 
years without his fatal accident "com- 
ing due."

Government inspection, navigation 


and weather services were freely crit- 
icised as below par in efficiency, due 
to .inexperienced help, politics and 
poor equipment.

Dark 
clouds and rain are nothing to the 
commercial flyer. "Bad weather" in 
the air is the kind that shrouds the 
wings, propellers and carburetors with 
ce, or which hides the landing port 
Beneath fog.

Han persistently maintained ho had 
no funds for the urgently necessary 
engineering work. 


Government officials frequently re- 


fer to the Yellow River as the "last 
ditch," beyond which the Japanese 
will not be allowed to pass unoppos- 
ed. Nanking, it is claimed, would 
back Han in opposing the Japanese 
should they attempt to extend their 
authority south of the Hopei border. 


Han, 
meanwhile, is straddling his 


political fences with difficulty. From 
Nankjaig he is receiving economic 
and financial assistance and promises 
of more when neded. At the same 
time, he is showing polite hospitality 
to Japanese emissaries, but promising 
nothing.
